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PREFACE  1414636 

This  invontory  of  Fayette  County  records  constitutes  a  part  of 
a  gonoral  guide  to  tho  county  archives  of  Indiana.    It  has  boon 
prepared  "by  tho  Historical  Records  Survey  of  this  state,  oporating 
as  a  separate  project  under  the  Works  Progress  Administration. 

Tho  survey  of  state  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana 
was  instituted  in  February  1936,  as  part  of  a  nationwide  undertaking 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans.    Sairruel  J.  Fagan, 
state  archivist  of  the  Indiana  History  and  Archives  Division  of  tho 
State  Library,  was  assigned  to  lead  the  project  as  State  Director. 
In  the  beginning  the  Survey  was  closely  associated  frith  the 
Writers*  Project.    On  September  23,  1936,  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  was  nominally  as  well  as  factually  made  independent  of  the 
Writers'  Project.    In  general,  it  has  from  its  very  inception 
acted  as  a  separate  and  independent  unit  of  Federal  Project  IJo.  1. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  county  records  in  Indiana 
has  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  stqte,  and  national 

Governments j  students  of  history,  lawyers,  Genealogists,  and  the 

general  citizenry  interested  in  the  county  records,  with  a  convenient 
tool  for  use  in  consulting  them.    It  is  the  object  of  the  Survey  to 
make  the  valuable  source  material  that  is  to  be  found  in  tho  Indiana 
courthouses  and  other  public  buildings,  available  and  more  accessible 
to  those  who  may  be  in  need  of  them.    It  is  our  hope  that  the  inform- 
ation contained  in  this  invontory  will  arouse  greater  interest  in 
stato  and  local  historical  records  and  will  encourago  officials  to 
continue  the  improvement  of  methods  for  the  preservation  and  safe- 
keeping of  those  records. 
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The  field  work  of  olio  survey  of  Fayette  County  was  begun  on 
March  24,  19oG,  under  tho  district  supervision  of  iTorbcrt  Iloyerc 
of  Franklin,  who  v;ac  succocdod  by  clem  Montgomery  of  V.raldron» 
Tho  fiold  v/orkors  v;oro  Inez  Cotncr  and  C-ono  Todtonbior,  of  Con- 
nersvillo.     It  v;as  completed  on  July  8,  195G.    I.'.any  visits,  hcr.:- 
ever,  have  since  been  made  to  the  county  courthouse  to  check  and 
recheck  the  information  contained  herein,  the  final  recheck  havin- 
boon  ma do  in  July  1957. 

There  arc  ninety-two  counties  in  Indiana.  V/hen  the  inventory 
of  count;/"  archivcG  is  completed  a  separate  volume  is  to  be  devoted 
to  each  county  inventory  in  the  state.    Fayette  County  is  I7o •  21. 

The  inventory  proper  is  preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events  form- 
ing the  background  and  basis  of  the  records.    The  entries  for  the 
record  series  are  carried  in  consecutive  nu'.iberin^  for  the  county. 
The  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  order:     Governing  boards; 
judicial  offices;  major  administrative  offices;  and  financial, 

eduofvblssial,  health,  engineering,  and  other  gpouyo  •  Y'hwvor 

applicable,  natural  rroupin^s  under  separate  headings  arc  made  v/i th- 
in the  bureau,  and  tiio  entries  o.re  arranged  thereunder  also  accord- 
ing to  their  functional  sequence.    A  full  and  extensive  indole 
following  the  inventory  will  help  the  reader  locate  records  with 
a  minimum  of  inconvenience  and  effort. 

The  editing  of  this  inventory  lias  been  conducted  by  an 
editorial  staff  of  somo  forty  men  and  7/omcn,  vrhose  labors  we  deeply 
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apprcciato  and  "wish  to  rocognizo  forthwith,  captained  by  Harry  A. 
Rider,  Editor;  John  R.  Killigan  in  charge  of  accession  and  classi- 
fying; Louiso  Hation  in  charge  of  checking;  Conic  E.  Erockway  in 
charge  of  condensing;  Julius  Salman,  legal  advisor;  and  Hovrard  G. 
Underwood,  historical  research  editor. 

Tho  original  survey  was  made  in  the  field  under  the  direction 
of  tho  State  Director  and  carefully  checked  and  compiled  in  tho 
form  of  this  inventory  in  the  State  Office,     Of  the  industrious 
and  painstaking  devotion  to  this  task  of  each  and  every  person 
who  had  a  part  in  the  Survey  we  are  keenly  aware,  and  -we  regret 
that  we  cannot  commend  by  name  the  services  of  all  v/ho  have  con- 
tributed to  the  publication  of  this  volume.

The  historical  Records  Survey, 
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1.    HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


Fayette  County,  situated  in  tho  eastern  part  of  the  state,  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Henry  and  Wayne  Counties,  on  the  east  by 
Wayne  and  Union  Counties,  on  tho  south  by  Franklin  County,  and  on 
the  wost  by  Rush  County.    It  has  an  area  of  21G  square  miles. 

Tho  topography  of  Fayette  County  varies  from  gently  roiling 
to  hilly  land.    The  v.-est  fori;  of  White  River  traverses  the  central 
part  of  the  county  from  north  to  south  .and  lies  v.-ithin  a  valley  ono 
to  two  miles  in  width.    The  uplands  on  either  side  of  the  valley 
riso  ono  hundred  to  two  hundred  feet  above  the  river,  practically 
the  whole  county  is  drained  by  the  west  fork  of  White  River  and  its 
tributaries,  and  these  streams  have  eroded  deeply  the  greater 
portion  of  the  area  lying  within  tho  boundaries  of  the  county. 

Tho  French  founded  Quebec  in  1600,  and  began  explorations  to 
the  west  and  south.    La  Salic  finally  descended  the  Mississippi 
River  to  its  mouth,  and  on  April  9,  1GG2,  claimed  the  entire  river 
volley— tho  American  Middle  West— -in  the  name  of  France.  In 
Indiana,  French  trading  posts  were  established  on  the  present 
sites  of  Fort  Wayne,  Lafayette,  and  Vincennes  by  1755.    French  and 
English  rivalry  over  the  fur  trade  ended  in  the  French  and  Indian 
V.rar,  and  by  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  February  10,  1765,  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Valleys  were  ceded  to  Great  Britain.    Shortly  after 
the  outbreak  of  tho  American  Revolution,  General  George  Rogers 
Clark  captured  Vinccnnos  from  tho  British,  and  this  vast  region 
fell  into  the  hands  of  Virginia.    In  1784,  Virginia  ceded  this 
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territory  to  tho  United  States  Govoniuont,  ano  throe  years  later 
tho  northwest  Territory  was  organized*    Kaox  County,  composed  of 
all  of  what  is  now  Indiana,  and  part:;  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
and  Wisconsin,  was  sot  up  in  17'JO.     Congress  provided  for  the 
establishment  of  Indiana  Torritory  in  18uu,  and  in  1816,  Indioiia 
was  adni  tted  into  the  Union  as  a  sbate. 

Before  tho  white  man  came  to  what  is  now  Indiona,  the  territory 
was  occupied  and  claimed  by  several  tribes  of  Indians,  principally 
the  tribos  composing  tho  Miami  Confederacy — the  Twightweos,  V/eas, 
Pionl.ashaws ,  and  Shockcys .     Other  tribos  claiming  substantial 
portions  of  tho  state  wore  tho  Potawatomi  and  the  Dclawares.  The 
area  comprising  Fayette  County  was  acquired  by  tho  United  States 
Crovernmcnt  by  two  treaties  of  cession*     The  greater  portion  of  the 
county  was  included  in  a  tract — called  the  Twelve  Mile  Purchase — 
which  was  bought  from  the  Miami,,  Delawares,  and  other  tribes  at 
Fort  Wayne  on  September  50,  1009,    Tho  remainder  of  tho  county  fell 
within  the  Hew  Purchase— a  huge  tract  of  land  in  the  central  part 
of  tiie  state  and  lying  south  of  the  Wabash  Rivor--ncgotiated  at  St. 
Marys-,  Ohio,  Octobor  G,  1018,  bet.voen  Governor  William  Henry 
Harrison  and  the  Hi  ami  Confederacy. 

The  area  now  included  within  Fayette  County  was  settled  some- 
what later  than  othor  portions  of  T.hitowatcr  Valloy.     The  first 
white  people  to  locate  near  tho  present  site  of  Conncrsviile  was 
tho  Frazier  family.    By  1C08,  Jolm  Conner  owned  a  trading  post 
which  stood  at  tho  present  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Eastern 
Avenues  in  Connersvillo .    At  that  time  the  town  was  called  Conner* s 
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Pont  or  Forb  Connor.     John  Connor  had  led  an  adventurous  life* 
Tahon  by  tho  Shawnoos  While  still  a  boy,  ho  had  been  raised  and 
educated  in  Indian  lifo  and  could  speak  their  language.    He  had 
aolod  as  Indian  intorp robor  f or  Governor  William  'lonry  Harrison  in 
territorial  days.    Tho  tovm  had  been  a  military  station  before  the 
Battle  of  Tippcconoo  in  November  1811,  when  there  was  open  warfare 
in  the  border  districts,  and  contained  a  bloc!:-housc ,  commonly 
called  "the  fort".    The  first  log  cabins  were  occupied  by  Joshua 
Harlan,  Arthur  Dixon,  .and  John  Conner.    Larkin  Sins  and  Edward 
Webb  entered  land  late  in  1CI1,  and  Jacob  Case  and  George  Frazicr 
mado  entries  in  1C12.     Tho  noxt  year  the  tovm  of  Conncrsvilie  v;as 
laid  out  and  platted  by  John  Conner. 

Fayette  County  was  formed  out  of  territory  previously  attached 
to  Franklin  and  Wayne  Counties  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly, 
approved  December  28,  1818.    The  legal  boundaries  were  described 
as  follov.rs:     "Beginning  at  the  south  east  corner  of  section  thirty- 
throo,  township  thirteen  and  range  thirteen  thence  north  three 
miles,  thence  cast  thrco  miles  to  the  old  boundary  lino  thence  north 
to  fractions  twenty-eight  and  thirty- three  in  the  fifteenth  township, 
range  fourteen  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  thence  west 
on  said  line,  to  a  line  dividing  sections  twenty- seven  and  twenty- 
eight  in  the  fifteenth  township  range  twelve  cast  of  the  second 
principal  meridian,  thonco  north  on  said  lino  to  a  line  dividing 
townshins  fifteen  and  sixteen  thoncc  west  six  miles,  thence  south 
eighteen  miles,  thonco  cast  so  far  as  to  intersect  tho  line  divid- 
ing tho  twelfth  cold  thirteenth  townships  thence  along  said  line 
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cast  bo  tho  placo  of  beginning."  (1) 

Whon  Union  County  was  forced  on  January  G,  1021,  Fayctto  lost 
a  strip  of  territory  on  its  eastern  bour.dary,  (2)  ond  on  January  16, 
1026,  six  squaro  miles  were  dotachod  from  Franklin  County  and  aouod 
to  Fayotto.  (b) 

Tho  officials  who  mado  up  tho  first  county  govommont  wore: 
Basil  Roberts,  Harrod  Hcwland,  and  John  Tyner,  commissioners j 
Jonathan  IlcCarty,  cleric;  John  Conner,  shoriff;  Jonathan  John, 
coroner;  Train  Caldwell  and  Edward  Webb,  associate  judges;  Joseph  C. 
Rood,  recorder;  James  Levis ton,  surveyor;  and  Newton  Claypool, 
treasurer. 

Tho  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  commissioners  took  place  on 
February  0,  1010,  in  Conncrsvillo •    Among  the  first  acts  of  the 
board  was  tho  subdivision  of  the  county  into  five 'town ships .  At 
present  there  are  nine  townships  in  Fayette  County;  Columbia, 
Connorsville ,  Fairvieiv,  Harrison,  Jackson,  Jennings,  Orange,  Posey, 
and  Waterloo. 

Tho  commissioners  appointed  to  locate  the  counby  scat  net  at 
the  cabin  of  Jolin  McCOrmick  on  February  16,  1019,  and  selected 
Connersville  for  the  seat  of  justice.    The  county  was  named  in 
honor  of  General  Lafayette. 

The  first  term  of  circuit  court  was  held  in  Connersville  be- 
ginning May  o,  1019,  beforo  John  Watts,  presiding  judge,  and  Train 
Caldwell  and  Edward  Webb,  associate  judges. 

Salaries  were  small  in  these  early  days  as  the  records  disclose. 
The  sheriff,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  pcaco  officer,  was  charged 
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with  the  collection  of  ta::oc  and  had  to  make  his  rounds  on  horsebackj 
receiving  a  percentage  of  tho  amount  actually  collected,  v/hich 
probably  was  about  equal  to  the  treasurer's  compensation*  Tho 
treasurer  roccivod  and  paid  out  the  county  funds,  taking  as  hie  fco 
fivo  porcont  on  all  moneys  handled.    In  1020  tho  settlement  was  for 
(,'45. 00  for  the  yoar,  and  in  1021,  for    05.0b.    The  sheriff  also 
rocoivod  fees  on  the  delinquencies  in  tho  payment  of  taxes,  which 
occurred  in  those  early  days  as  at  tho  prosont  day.    The  lis  tor, 
which  was  tho  name  of  the  ofiicor  tliat  we  call  assessor,  vras  paid 
about  :' '55.00  annually  for  the  first  four  years. 

Tho  county  finances  for  tho  first  few  years  arc  greatly  confused 
on  account  of  tho  "donation  fund"  which  was  made  by  oublic-spiritcd 
citizens  in  consideration  of  locating  the  county  seat  at  Connors- 
villo.    Payments  wore  partly  in  cash,  partly  in  lands,  and  partly 
in  town  lots.     Tho  fund  was  under  tho  management  of  the  county 
agent,  llicholas  Reagan. 

The  to::  receipts  are  not  determinable,  therefore,  until  1G22, 
for  which  year  the  total  was  $889«7&g-.    Nine  years  later  tho 
summary  of  the  first  tax  duplicate  available  is  in  itself  on

In  the  first  year  governmental  affairs  were  transacted  in 
private  residences.    At  tho  meeting  of  the  county  commissioners  in 
November  1519,  by  which  time  the  "donation  fund"  had  reached  a 
total  permitting  the  erection  of  the  public  buildings  for  which  it 
was  raised,  plans  were  laid  out  for  a  courthouse •    Unlike  most 
Indiana  counties,  whoso  governmental  headquarters  at  first  were,  in 
log  cabins,  Fayette  County  planned  for  its  first  courthouse  a  brick 
building,  forty  feet  square  and  two  storios  high.     The  contract  was 
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let  on  the  larjb  Saturday  of  IJovombcr  1C10  and  tho  completed 
structuro  v.- as  accepted  by  bho  county  cojnmisoionors  from  JoilO Wtan 
Jolm,  who  was  evidently  the  contractor,  in  October  1C22 •    Tho  cost 
v;as  $1,262 »EU .     It  stood  in  the  center  of  tho  public  cquawe,  front- 
ing cast. 

This  courthouse,  elaborate  ac  it  was  for  the  tir.cn,  soon  proved 
too  email.     Three  yearn  later,  in  September  IC20,  a  separate  frame 
building  was  authorized,  containing  two  rooms  for  the  officer,  of 
the  clerl:  and  the  recorder.    Within  a  few  years  these  officos  v.'crc 
moved  to  another  building  on  the,  southeast  cornor  of  the  public 
square— a  onc-ctory  brick  building,  20  ::  30  feet,  containing  ir.vo- 
rooms,  which  was  constructed  in  1C55. 

The  first  jail  was  made  of  logs,  hern  to  a  square  of  12  inches 
thick,  v.dth  throe  rooms  and  measuring  30  x  10  feet.    It  v;as  built 
on  tho  public  square  in  the  sumncr  of  lCl'J,  at  a  cost  of  .'':7G4. 

A  second  jail,  constructed  of  brick,  one  story  and  a  half, 
with  three  rooms—  tv.ro  below  and  one  above— on  the  south  side  of 
the  public  square,  was  authorised  in  iJovembcr  1C34  and  cost  .''  COO. 

Theso  buildings  continued  to  fill  xhe  county's  needs  for 
moro  than  fifteen  years,  if  not  adequately ,  at  lerst  without 
popular  complaint.    Fayette  County  folk  are  thrifty  folk  and  not 
prodigal  of  tho  peopled  money— their  money*    But  as  the  county 
grow  in  population  and  in  consequent  governmental  needs,  it  became 
more  ond  more  evident  that  somothing  should  be  done  for  the  ex- 
panding county  businoss. 

In  June  1047,  the  commissioners  let  the  contract  for  the  second 
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courthouse .    The  old  structure  v;nr,  tdrn  down  etrid  replaced  by  on 
ornate,  but  substantial,  brick  building  in  a  S'Gyle  of  architecture 
nfttbh  favored  in  that  period.    It  was  two  stories  hi;jh,  with  a  win£ 
at  oach  cido,  and  in  front  six  Columrts  v:crc  cot  on  tho  cr.tonuod 
front  of  tho  first  story.    Above  wcro  a  cupola  and  a  spire. 

This  courthouse  housed  all  of  tho  county  offices  and  also  tho 
jail  and  the  sheriff's  residenco  (according  to  tho  custom  of  that 
period).    It  was  completed  by  ITov  ember  1C40  and  the  cost  was 
(;20,000. 

In  18C1  c::tonsivo  alterations  were  made,  costing  (0,000.  The 
jail  and  tho  sheriff's  rosidence  wcro  removed  to  a  separate  building 
and  tho  spaco  which  had  been  occupied  by  then  was  converted  to  the 
use  of  the  county  officials.    Further  remodeling  was  done  in  ICOO 
at  a  cost  of  (50,000.    The  columns,  the  cupola,  and  the  spire  wcro 
removed  and  the 'exterior  refaced,  ^ivin^  tho  courthouse  the 
appearance  of  a  modern  building.     In  1923  fireproof  vaults  were 
installed  in  a  numbor  of  tho  county  offices. 

Fayette  County  is  predominantly  agricultural,  with  the  exception 
of  the  city  of  Conncrsvillc  where  all  the  manufacturing  is  centered. 
In  point  of  income  for  the  county  and  employment  for  the  rreater 
number  of  persons,  hoircvor ,  manufacturing  exceeds  agriculture* 
The  principal  crops  are  corn,  wheat,  oats,  rod  clover,  alfalfa, 
truck  crops,  and  tomatoes.    The  manufactured  products  arc  motor  cars 
and  motor  car  parts,  furnaces,  cas2:cts,  refrigerators,  end  steel 
cabinets • 

The  population  of  the  county  has  grown  steadily  since  1090, 
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and  at  tko  some  time  the  percentage  of  urban  residents  has  incroas* 
cd.    in  1020,  42.2$  of  the  population  was  listed  as  rural,  while 
in  1930,  only  35.3;  1  was  so  classified.    Of  the  total  population  of 
ovcx*  10,000  in  1030,  only  l»Ot',  v/oro  foreign  born  whites  and  2.C/> 
were  Negroes.    The  incorporated  cities  and  towns  of  the  county  are 
Connersville  and  Glenwood.

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2.    GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEI! 


Fayette  County.,  with  its  county  scat  at  Connor sville,  is  a  pol- 
itical subdivision  of  tho  otato  of  Indiana  for  adrnini strativo  pur- 
poses, and  has,  therefore,  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as 
have  been  prescribed  by  lav/.     Fayette  County  was  organized  by  an  act 
of  tho  gcnoral  assembly,  effectivo  January  1,  1019.  (l)     Its  present 
form  of  government ,  as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its 
development  under  tho  original  Constitution  of  1816,  the  present 
constitution  adopted  in  1851,  and  more  than  a  centu^r  of  legis- 
lative action* 

The  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from 
England  and  the  American  colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana 
brought  their  customs  and  laws.     Its  beginnings  in  Indiana  are 
found  in  tho  laws  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  which  provided  for 
a  group  of  administrative  officers,  as  follows;     Sheriff,  (2) 
coroner,   (3)  and  recorder.  (4)    Under  the  laws  of  Indiana 
Territory  of  JOQg,  the.  office  of  comity  surveyor  was  established,  (5) 

In  the  year  1816,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  union  and  the 
constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  tho  election  in  each  county 
of  a  clerk,   (6)  recordor,   (7)  sheriff,  and  coroner.  (8)    To  these 
were  added  by  legislative  enactment  in  1817,  a  governing  body 
called  the  board  of  county  commissioners,   (9)  and  the  office  of 
treasurer,   (10)  and  in  1818  tho  office  of  surveyor.  (11 )    At  tho 
organization  of  Fayctto  County,  thoso  officos  woro  established  under 
the  ajrthority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  subsequent  legislative

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enactments.     In  1841  the  office  of  auditor  was  established*  (1?.) 

As  tho  stato  grea,  thoro  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  tho 
Constitution  of  1816,  but  ropoatod  attempts  to  chango  it  did  not 
suooood  until  1061,  whon  a  constitutional  convention  was  crvllod 
and  framed  a  new  constitution.    This  constitution  was  adopted  in 
1851,  and  with  amendments  remains  the  constitution  of  Indiana* 

Each  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has 
an  individual  governmental  organization.    Although  the  Constitution 
of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,   (13)  the  general  assembly 
has  provided  the  necessary  additional  officers  for  counties,  with- 
in a  classification  based  on  a  population  prerequisite.  Urban 
and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be  governed  by  the  same  number 
of  officers,    ^ach  county  has  the  constitutional  officers,  but 
the  statutory  officers  vary  in  number,  powers,  and  duties.  The 
latter  may  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be  optional, 
and  therefore  established  in  only  a  few  instances;  others  are 
authorized  in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the  class 
may  include  but  one  county, 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  having 
a  dual  system  of  county  government,  sinoe  tho  establishment  in 
each  county  gf  ft  QQunty  council,  in  1899,  (14)    Each  county  is 
governed  by  a  board  of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.  The 
duties  of  these  agencies,  with  technical  distinction,  are 
enumerated  in  their  proper  places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  tendency  toward 
centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  state  authorities  has 
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taken  from  county  officials  many  of  thoir  powers  and  dutioa  and 
has  greatly  lessoned  the  scope  of  those  remaining.     In  older 
fields  of  financo,  roads,  and  education,  the  stato's  supervision 
has  greatly  incroasod,  and  tho  croation  of  newer  state  departments, 
such  as  polico,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and  public  wolfaro,  has 
caused  heavy  removal  of  local  responsibility  and  control. 

Present  Administration 

The  Constitution  of  1851  provides  for  tho  election  of  a  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court,  who  koeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  the  courts  in  the  county;  an  auditor,  who  keeps  records  of 
county  financial  matters  and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and 
the  estates  of  private  citizens;  a  recorder,  whose  duties  are  to 
keep  a  record  of  every  conveyance  or  other  instrument  entitled  or 
required  by  law  to  be  recorded;  a  treasurer,  who  receives  all  money 
coming  to  tho  county  and  keeps  a  record  of  same;  a  sheriff,  who  is 
conservator  of  the  peace  and  who  carries  out  court  orders;  a  coroner, 
who  investigates  violent  deaths  and  those  of  suspicious  circum- 
stances; and  a  surveyor,  who  prepares  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  improvement  of  public  works,  establishes  boundaries  for  public 
and  private  lands,  and  since  1933  has  had  charge  of  draina  c 
systems.   (15)    The  constitution  provides  for  two  other  officers — 
circuit  judge  (16)  and  prosecuting  attorney  (17)  who  legally  are 
a  part  of  the  circuit,  which  may  include  one  or  more  counties* 

The  present  leading  governing  body  of  tho  county  is  the  board 
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of  commissioners,  often  callod  tho  "county  board",  olectod  for 
a  term  of  three  years*    Tho  board  providos  buildings  to  house 
county  business,  furnishes  public  squares  and  grounds,  audits 
the  accounts  of  tho  county  officers  who  handlo  monoy,  changes 
boundaries  of  townships  as  it  sees  fit,  and  is  charged  vrith  the 
maintenance  of  county  roads  and  highways*  (10 ) 

/mother  govorning  body  is  the  county  council,  created  in 
1099,  by  statute,  to  control  the  finances  of  county  government • 
This  council  consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  term 
of  four  years.    One  member  is  elected  from  each  of  the  four 
councilmnnic  districts  by  the  voters  of  the  district  and  throo 
members  are  elected  at  large  from  tho  county*    The  county  auditor 
acts  as  clerk  of  tho  council.    The  council  has  power  to  fix  certain 
tax  rates;  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations  from  the 
county  treasury,  and  the  exclusive  power  to  authorize  tho  borrow- 
ing of  money  and  the  issuing  of  bonds;  and  to  adopt  the  county 
budget.  (19) 

In  1065  the  legislature  provided  for  a  county  school  examiner 
who  was  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners.  (20)    By  legis- 
lative enactment  in  1073,  the  act  of  10G5  was  amended,  and  the 
school  examiner's  title  was  chanced  to  "county  ouperintendent  of 

schools".    He  was  appointed  by  the  township  trustees  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  two  years.   (21)    In  1099  the  legislature  amended  the  act 
of  1073  and  now  tho  superintendent  of  schools  is  elected  by  the 
township  trustees  and  servos  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
His  duties  are  specifically  set  out  in  the  statutes,  and  he  is 
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under  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  state  board  of  public  instruc- 
tion. (22) 

By  an  act  of  1873,  the  county  board  of  oducation  was  created, 
consisting  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  tho  tov/nship 
trustees  of  tho  county,  and  the  school  trusteos  of  oe.ch  city  and  • 
town  of  the  county.   (23)     In  1877  the  legislature  changed  the 
membership  of  the  board  and  the  board  now  is  comprised  of  tho 
county  suporintondent  of  schools,  township  trustees,  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  school  trustees  of  each  city  and  town  of  the  county.  Tho 
duties  of  the  board  are  to  consider  the  genoral  wants  and  needs  of 
the  schools,  and  matters  relating  to  the  purchase  of  school  furni- 
ture, books,  maps,  and  charts.  (24) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1881  a  county  board  of  health  was 
established  and  was  required  to  elect  a  secretary  who  acted  as  a 
health  officer  for  the  county  as  well  as  for  each  tovm  and  city 
therein.  (25)     In  1891  the  legislature  amended  tho  act  of  1681  and 
enlarged  the  duties  of  the  health  officer,  who  executed  the  orders 
of  the  board  of  health.  (26)    By  an  act  of  1909  the  office  of  county 
health  commissioner  was  instituted,  and  the  same  act  abolished  the 
county  board  of  health.  (27)     In  1935  the  office  of  county  health 
commissioner  was  abolished,  and  that  of  county  health  officer"  was 
created.    He  is  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners,  with  approval 
of  the  stato  board  of  health,  for  a  term  of  four  years.    The  county 
hoalth  officer  mu.it  be  legally  qualified  to  practice  medicine,  suit- 
ably trained  in  sanitary  scienco,  and  his  qualifications  must  be 
satisfactory  to  the  state  board  of  health.    He  is  required  to  enforce 
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tho  health  laws  of  tho  state  and  enforce,  all  rules  of  tho  ctato 
board  of  health*  (28) 

By  statuto  in  1933  tho  clork  of  the  circuit  court  is  designated 
as  ox-officio  registration  officer  of  the  county.    He  has  full  ciiar^o 
and  control  of  tho  registration  of  voters  and  appoints  as  many 
deputios  as  aro  necessary  to  do  the  work*  (29) 

In  1899,  tho  legislature  created  the  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners, to  consist  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and  tv.*o 
persons  appointed  by  him.     It  is  tho  duty  of  the  board  to  proparo, 
print,  and  distribute  ballots  for  tho  elections.   (30)     By  an  act  of 
1905,  the  board  of  election  commissioners  was  constituted  a  board 
of  canvassers,  to  tabulate  the  votes,  record  them  in  poll  books, 
and  declare  the  election  winners  by  a  statement  of  certification.  (31 
In  1915,  the  legislature  provided  for  primary  election  commissioners. 
It  is  their  duty  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  primary  ballots  and 
generally  supervise  the  primary  elections.  (32) 

By  statute  in  1891  the  office  of  county  assessor  was  crested. 
The  assessor  is  elected  for  a  four-year  term.    His  duties  are  to 
examine  carofully  the  tax  duplicates,  to  instruct  and  advise  the 
township  assossors,  to  review  their  returns,  to  assess  omitted  real 
and  pergonal  property,  to  appraise  estates  for  inheritance  taxes, 
and  to  report  to  the  state  board  any  delinquencies  of  the  township 
assessors.    He  is  ex  officio  member  and  president  of  the  county 
board  of  review.  (33) 

An  act  of  1891  created  the  county  board  of  review,  whose 
members  are  the  county  assessor,  auditor,  and  treasurer.  (34) 
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This  act  was  omonded  in  1919  to  include  two  freeholders  of  opposite 
political  parties  as  members  of  the  board.    The  duty  of  this  board 
is  to  equalize  unfair  assessments  on  real  and  personal  property*  (35) 

In  1007  an  act  crcatod  tho  board  of  financo,  consisting  of 
tho  board  of  county  commissioners.     Tho  auditor  acts  as  secretary. 
This  board  has  the  custody  of  the  county  funds  and  selects  the 
depositories.  (36)    The  general  assembly  repealed  the  act  which 
established  this  board,  and  in  the  same  session,  in  the  Depository 
Act  of  1935,  reestablished  tho  board  of  finance  practically  un- 
altered. (37) 

By  an  act  of  1915,  the  legislature  made  provision  for  the 
office  of  agricultural  agent,  legally  termed  county  agent,  but 
commonly  referred  to  by  the  descriptive  name.     Inasmuch  as  the 
agent  of  the  state  in  the  sale  of  state  lands  originally  was  called 
the  county  agent,  the  popular  name  is  used  here.     The  act  provided 
that  this  office  should  come  into  existence  whenever  a  certain 
number  of  residents  of  the  county  shall  petition  therefor.  The 
appointment  was  made  annually  by  Purdue  University  and  approved  by 
tho  county  board  of  education.    Upon  proper  petition,  this  office 
was  established  in  Fayette  County, April  16,  1917.  (38)    In  1937  the 
office  was  mndo  mandatory  in  overy  Indiana  county.    Tho  agent  is 
now  apoointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  University,  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  state  board  Vrhich 
is  called  the  county  agricultural  agent  board.  (39)    The  duties  of 
the  agricultural  agent  are  to  disseminate  information  for  the 
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promotion  and  advancement  of  agriculture,  horticulture ,  and  do- 
ne stic  scienco.  (40) 

In  1013  the  county  highways  were  placod  in  chargo  of  a  super- 
intendent of  highways,  who  was  appointod  by  the  county  commissioners 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  (41)    In  1955  this  offico  wa3  abolished,  (42) 
and  tho  dutios  wore  transferred  to  the  surveyor,  (43)  unices  the 
county  commissioners  appoint,  at  their  option,  a  highway  super- 
visor, (44)  in  order  to  provide  for  the  nocossory  supervision  of  tho 
highways  in  counties  warranting  moro  attention  than  tho  survoyor 
can  givo#    Tho  torn  of  offico  of  tho  highway  supervisor  is  discre- 
tionary with  tho  board  of  county  commissioners.  (45)    Fayette  County 
doos  not  havo  a  highway  supervisor. 

The  board  of  tax  adjustment  was  established  by  an  act  of  1G35, 
and  consisted  of  sovon  members.  (46)    By  an  act  of  1057,  tho  qualifi- 
cations of  the  members  of  the  board  were  changed.    One  is  a  member 
of  the  county  council,  chosen  by  the  council;  one  is  the  mayor  of 
the  largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  public  official  of  the 
county,  appointed  by  the  said  mayor  of  the  largest  city  of  the 
county;  ono  member  of  tho  county  board  of  oducation,  selected 
by  such  board;  and  four  freeholders  of  the  county  appointed  by  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court*    Hot  more  than  four  members  can  be  of 
the  same  political  party.    The  board  is  empowered  to  serve  for  one 
year,  (47)     It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine,  and  if  it  deems 
necessary,  revise,  change,  or  reduce,  but  not  increase,  any  tax  levy 
and  any  corresponding  items  of  the  budget  on  which  tho  tax  levies 
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are  hasod,  ond  apportion  the  total  of  B .1 .   of  the  lov3.cc  so  that 
the  total  levy  on  property  within  any  municipal  corporation  for 
which  the  property  therein  is  taxable,  shnll  not  exceed  the  total 
rote  na  pro  vidua  i1:,'  law*  (40) 

The  school  fund  board  was  created  by  an  act  of  1035  and  con- 
sists of  three  members:     the  auditor  and  the  clerk,  ex-officio, 
and  one  member  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  a 
two-year  term.     Tho  duty  of  this  board  in  to  make  all  loons  from 
the  common  school  and  the  congressional  township  school  funds  to 
owners  of  real  property  secured  by  mortgage*  (49) 

The  board  of  public  wrelfare  was  created  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature  in  1936.    I'he  board  consists  of  five  members  appoint- 
ed by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  to  serve  for  a  texT.i  of  four 
years.    The  board  must  consist  of  at  least  two  women  members  and 
not  more  than  throe  of  the  board  members  may  be  adherents  of  the 
same  political  party.    The  board  is  charged  with  the  administration 
of  assistance  to  dependent  .children  in  their  own  homes,  to  aged 
persons,  and  to  all  those  who  are  otherwise  handicapped.  (50) 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Fayotte  County,  as  of  othor  Indiana 
counties,  is  prescribed  by  the  state  constitution  and  the  sub- 
sequent legislative  enactments  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly. 
The  constitution  authorized  and  directed  the  general  assembly  to 
divide  into  judicial  circuits  the  whole  state  as  noeds  arise. 
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Kay otto  County  constitutes  the  seventy-third  circuit,  established 
in  1921.   (51)     Previously,  it  v.as  part  of  a  judicial  circuit  to 
which  other  counties  were  attached.     The  constitution  further 
provides  for  the  election  of  a  judge  (52)  and  a  prosecuting 
attorney  (53)  for  the  circuit,  and  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  (54) 
The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal,  civil,  probate, 
and  juvenile  cases,  end  hears  appeals  from  lov.'er  courts  as  conferred 
by  law.  (55) 

In  1652  by  legislative  enactment,  the  court  of  common  pleas 
was  established  with  limited  jurisdiction.   (56)     The  court  continued 
in  existence  until  it  was  abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature 
in  1873.  (57) 

Records  System 

The  establishment  of  each  of  the  county  offices  and  bureaus 
inaugurated  their  records  which  were  kept  in  such  fashion  as  the 
incumbents  saw  fit,  following  in  the  main  the  directions  of  the 
general  assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office. 
In  1909,  the  legislature  established  the  state  board  of  accounts, 
which  formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs  systems  of  accounting 
and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the 
same  clas3.   (58)    Under  this  law  some  of  the  records  were  combined 
to  eliminate  seperation,  duplication,  and  overlapping.  The 
law  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  loose-leaf  records  in  almost 
all  cases  where  the  records  are  tyocd.     The  quality  of  the 
paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  rebinding  practices  are  loft 
to  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  except 
that  a  good  quality  is  required. 
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Whenever  it  may  bo  nocossary  for  the  preservation  of  tho 
records  of  any  office  from  mutilation,  tho  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners issuos  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy 
and  transcribe  tho  records  for  preservation.  (59) 

In  1925  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at 
their  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  tho  archives  division  of  the 
stato  library  for  pormanont  preservation,  any  official  books, 
records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed 
books  and  material  not  in  current  use  in  their  offices.  (60) 
This  law  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual.     County  officials 
are  loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in  use  and 
in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call 
for  thorn.     Consequently,  they  have  only  occasionally  availed  them- 
selves of  this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old 
records. 

By  an  act  of  1937  of  the  general  assembly  of  Indiana,  the 
director  of  the  State  Library  is  authorized,  at  his  discretion, 
to  make  a  copy,  by  photography  or  in  any  other  way,  of  any  official 
book,  record,  document,  original  paper,  newspaper,  or  printed  book 
or  material  in  any  county,  city,  or  other  public  office,  for  preser 
vation  in  the  state  archives.    All  public  officials  must  pera.it 
copies  to  be  made  of  the  books,  records,  documents,  and  papers  in 
their  respective  offices.  (61) 
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Fayotto  Comity  courthouso  i3  situatod  on  a  public  squaro  at 
Fourth  Stroot  and  Control  Avonuo  in  Connorsvillo .    It  was  oroctod 
in  1049  and  ronodoled  in  1881  and  1890,  assuming  i^c  procont  shape 
in  tho  lattor  yoar.    A  firoproof  vault  for  tho  rooordor's  records, 
and    soDtif iropooof  vaults  for  tho  clork's,  auditor's,  and  troasuror' 
records  were  constructed  in  1932-1933.    Tho  offices  of  tho  clerk, 
the  recorder,  tho  assessor,  tho  treasurer,  and  tho  auditor    are  on 
tho  first  floor;  tho  offices  of  tho  shoriff,  tho  superintendent 
of  schools,  and  tho  surveyor    aro  on  tho  second  floor;  and  a  storage 
room  for  records  is  located  in  tho  basement. 

Commissioners 

The  records  of  tho  commissioners  aro  housed  in  tho  auditor's 
office  and  vault,  the  recorder's  office  and  vault,  the  highway 
supervisor 's  offioo,  the  basement  storage  room,  and  a  hall  in  tho 
basement  (q.v.,  infra). 

Council 

Records  of  tho  council  are  housed  in  the  auditor's  office  and 
vattl-b*  (q*v\,  ififFa)$ 

Clork 

An  office  and  a  vault  on  the  v/cst  side  of  the  first  floor  aro 
occupied  by  a  olerk.    For  the  offico,  which  housos  10%  of  tho  clork' 
rocords,  46',°  of  the  ooronor's  records,  60%  of  tho  rocords  of  tho 
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common  pleas  court,  and  2%  of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court,  no 
details  aro  availablo  at  present.    Tho  vault,  v/hich  is  24'  by  13' 
by  10',  is  well  lighted  and  wel]  ventilated  and  has  a  concrete 
floor  and  plantorcd  walls  and  ceiling.     It  houses  414'  of  bound 
volumes  and  GOO'  of  unbound  records  in  file  borccs  11"  deep,  v/hich 
completely  occupy  the  present  shelving.    lib  space  can  bo  obtained  in 
this  room  for  additional  shelving.    Eighty-three  percent  of  tho 
clerk's  records,  9G/j  of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court,  and  36j' 
of  tho  coroner's  records  aro  housed  in  tho  vault  v/hich  provides 
satisfactory  accommodations  for  userr.  of  the  records.     Of  the 
other  7/o  of  tho  clerk's  records,  1%  is  in  tho  recorder's  office 
and  5%  in  the  basement  storage  room. 

Recorder 

Tho  recorder's  office  and  vault  occupy  the  entire  south  siuo 
of  the  first  floor.     The  vault,  v/hich  lias  a  concrete  floor, 
plastered  v/alls,  and  a  concroto  coilinr;,  measures  31*  by  16*  by  101 
and  is  well  lighted  and  v/oll  ventilated.    Tho  offico  houses  50;'' 
of  the  rocordor's  records  and  1%   each  of.  tho  records  of  tho 
commissioners,  tho  clerk,  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools;  tho  vault 
houses  44$  of  tho  recorder's  records,  50%  of  the  records  of  the  board 
of  review,  31$  of  the  records  of  the  commissioners,  16  >  of  the  auditor's 
records,  15.    of  the  records  of  the  board  of  finance,  11$  of  the  treas- 
urer's records,  and  1%  of  tho  records  of  tho  circuit  court.     Those  in 
the  vault  consist  of  570'  of  bound  volumes.     Space  here  is  available 
for  additional  shelving,  which  is  needed,  and  adequate  accommodations 
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aro  provided  for  users  of  the  records.  No  further  detail c  on  oho 
office  are  available.  The  other  G,'  of  the  recorder's  records  are 
housed  in  the  basement  storage  room. 

Circuit  Court 

Tho  rocords  of  the  circuit  court  aro  in  the  custody  of  the 
clerk  and  are  housed  in  his  office  and  vault,  the  recorder's  vault, 
tho  basement  storage,  roon,  and  on  shelving  in  a  hall  in  the  basc- 
ncnt  (q.v.:    clerk,  supra;  recorder  and  storage  room,  infra). 

Common  Pleas  Court 

The  records  of  the  common  pleas  court,  like  those  of  tho  circuit 
court,  aro  in  the  clerk's  custody.    They  aro  kept  in  the  clerk's 
office  and  tho  basement  storago  room  (n.v. :    clerk,  supra;  storage 
rooms,  infra) . 

Sheriff 

The  s ho riff's  office,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  second 
floor,  is  20'  by  11'  by  10».    Well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  it 
has  a  wood  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a  plastered  ceiling,  and 
provides  good  accommodations  for  persons  consulting  the  records. 
These  comprise  2'  of  bound  volumes  and  1'  of  unbound  records,  all 
of  which  arc  arranged  on  a  table .     Grace  for  the  installation  of 
shelving,  if  needed,  can  bo  obtained  here.     Fifty  percent  of  the 
sheriff's  records  aro  housed  here  and  50,r>  in  the  base-rent  storage 
room. 
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Coronor 


Tho  coroner' r.  records  arc  housed  in  tho  clerk's  offioo  ond 
vault  and  tho  basement  storage  room  (q.v.:    clerk,  supra;  storage 
rooms,  infra). 

Accessor 

The  assessor's  office,  a  we'll  lighted,  well  ventilated  room, 
adjoins  tho  clerk' c  office  to  the  north,  both  being  on  tho  wost 
side  of  the  first  floor.     In  this  room,  which  is  20'  by  2f2'  by  10' 
and  has  a  wooden  floor,  plastorcd  walls,  and  plastcrod  coilin/-,,  '60, j 
of  tho  assessor's  rocords,  and  IG'/j  of  tho  auditor's  rocords — 57' 
of  bound  volumos  —  arc  housed.    Tho  wooden  shelving  is  not  ontiroly 
occupied,  12'  being  loft  for  expansion.     Satisfactory  accomnodationc 
aro  provided  here  for  users  of  the  records.    The  other  50%  of  the 
assessor's  records  are  housed  in  the  auditor's  office. 

Board  of  Review 

Records  of  tho  board  of  review  aro  kopt  in  the  auditor's  office 
and  vault  and  in  the  recorder's  vault  (q.v.:  recorder,  supra; 
auditor,  inf ra) • 

Board  of  Tax  Adjustment 

All  the  records  of  tho  board  of  tax  adjustment  are  housed  in 
tho  auditor's  vault  (q.v.,  infra). 
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Eoard  of  Finance 

The  records  of  the  board  of  finance  arc  housed  in  the  auditor':: 
office  and  vault  and  in  the  recorder's  vault  (q.v.:  recorder,  supra: 
auditor,  infra). 

Treasurer 

The  treasurer's  office  and  vault,  the  latter  adjoining  the 
office  to  the  north,  are  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  first  floor. 
No  details  on  the  office,  in  which  are  45''  of  the  treasurer's  records, 
are  available  at  present.     The  vault,  whose  dimensions  are  18'  by  5' 
by  8',  has  a  concrete  floor  and  plastered  walls  and  ceiling.  Provid- 
ing no  accormodations  for  users,  it  is  poorly  lighted  and  poorly 
ventilated.     It  is  equipped  with  168'   of  stool  shelving  which  is 
filled  with  168'  of  bound  volumes  and  7'  of  unbound  records  in  file 
boxes  15"  deep,  but  space  can  be  obtained  for  additional  shelving. 
This  vault  houses  28%  of  the  treasurer's  records  and  1%  of  the  auditor's 
records.    The  other  21%  of  the  treasurer's  records  are  distributed 
as  follows:  11%  in  the  recorder's  vault,  2%  in  the  auditor's  office, 
1%  in  the  auditor's  vault,  and  T/0  in  the  basement  storage  room. 

Auditor 

The  auditor's  office  and  vault  occupy  the  entire  north  side  of 
the  first  floor.    The  vault,  which  is  directly  west  of  the  office, 
is  55'  by  12'  by  10' ;  it  has  a  concrete  floor,  plastered  walls,  and 
plastered  coiling,  and  is  in  good  condition,  well  lighted,  but  poor- 
ly ventilated.    One  hundred  feet  of  steel  shelving  is  occupied  by 
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bound  volumes.    II 0  cpo.ee  for  expansion  can  bo  obtained  on  tho  present 
shelving,  but  ample  spaco  is  available  for  additional  shelving*  In 
the  office,  for  which  no  derails  are  at  presort  availablo,  are  1%  of 
tho  auditor's  records,  62/,  of  the  records  of  tho  board  of  finance,  5tyt 
of  the  assessor's  records,  25%  each  of  the  records  of  tho  council  and 
the  board  of  review,  1%  of  the  commissioners'  records,  and  2'/  of  tho 
treasurer's  records.    Satisfactory  accommodations  are  provided  in  the 
vault  for  users  of  the  records,  which  comprise  4$  of  the  auditor's  re- 
cords,  all  records  of  the  board  of  tax  adjustment,  dC'/,  of  the  survey- 
or's records,  75$  of  tho  records  of  tho  council,         of  the  commission- 
ers' records,  ZS%  each  of  the  records  of  tho  board  of  review  and  tho 
board  of  finance,  and  1%  of  tho  treasurer's  records.    Tho  othor  rocords 
of  the  auditor  are  distributed  as  follows:  18%  in  the  assessor's  office, 
I6/0  in  tho  recorder's  vault,  1%  in  the  troasuror's  vault,  and  60^'  in 
the  basement  storage  room. 

Board  of  Education 

The  records  of  the  board  of  education  are  housed  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  (q.v.,  infra). 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

The  office  of  the  sxiperintendent  of  schools,  a  well  lighted,  well 
ventilated  room,  is  located  on  the  sovrtheast  corner  of  the  second 
floor.    Having  a  wooden  floor  and  plastered  walls  and  ceiling,  it  is 
in  good  condition,  and  is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.  Forth- 
eight  feet  of  bound  volumes  and  10'   of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes 
13"  deep  are  housed  on  wooden  shelving,  12'  of  which  arc  vacant. 
Ninety-nine  per  cont  of  tho  records  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
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and  all  tho  records  of  tho  board  of  oducation  are  housed  in  this 
room,  in  which  users  of  tho  records  are  well  accommodated.  The 
other  1%  of  the  superintendent's  records   Is    in  the  recorder's 
office. 

Health  Officer 

All  the  records  of  the  health  officer  are  housed  in  the  base- 
ment storage  room  (q.v.,  infra). 

Board  of  Public  Welfare 

The  records  of  the  board  of  public  welfare  are  housed  in  its 
office  on  the  southwest  corner  of  the  second  floor.    This  room  is 
21'  by  11'  by  11'  and  has  a  wooden  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a 
plastered  ceiling.    One  foot  of  bound  volumes  arranged  on  a  table 
comprise  all  the  records  of  the  board.    Well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated,  the  office  provides  adequate  accommodations  for  persons 
consulting  the  records. 

Surveyor 

The  surveyor's  office  adjoins  the  office  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools  on  tho  south  side  of  the  second  floor.    I'casurir.£  22'  by 
12'  by  11',  it  lias  a  wooden  floor  and  plastered  walls  and  ceiling, 
and  is  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted.    One  foot  of  unbound  re- 
cords— 4%  of  the  surveyor's  records — is  housed  here.    The  other  96^ 
of  the  records  are  kept  in  the  auditor's  vault.    Users  of  the 
records  are  furnished  with  adequate  accommodations. 
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Highway  Maintenance 

The  highway  records  are  housed  in  an  office  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  county  highway  garage.    The  surveyor  has  charge  of 
highway  maintenance,  ex  officio.    The  office,  which  is  22'  by  11' 
by  10',  has  a  wooden  floor  and  plastered  walls-  and  ceiling. 
Lighting  and  ventilation  in  this  room  are  good,  and  good  accommoda- 
tions are  provided  for  users  of  the  records.    One  foot  of  bound 
volumes  is    arranged  on  a  desk,  and  4'  of  unbound  records  are 
housed  in  a  filing  cabinet.    All  the  records  of  highway  mainto-  ■ 
neilCQ  and  1%  of  the  commissioners'  records  are  kept  here. 

Agricultural  Agent 

The  agricultural  agent's  office  is  a  well  lighted,  well 
ventilated  room  on  the  east  side  of  the  first  floor,  which  measures 
18'  by  15'  by  12'.    All  the  records  of  the  agricultural  agent~6' 
of  unbound  records  in  a  filing  cabinet — are  housed  here.  Satis- 
factory accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  are  provided  in  this 
room,  which  has  a  wooden  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a  plastered 
ceiling.    No  additional  equipment,  either  for  users  of  the  records, 
or  for  the  records  themselves,  is  needed. 

Storage  Rooms 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  basement  is  a  storage  room  where 
a  portion  of  the  records  of  many  offices  are  housed.    The  room  is 
21'  by  11'  by  8';  it  has  concrete  floor,  ceiling,  and  walls.  These 
are  in  good  condition,  but  the  lighting  and  ventilation  are  poor, 
and  no  accommodations  are  provided  for  users  of  the  records.  The 
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shelving  is  wholly  occupied  by  500*  of  bound  volumes,  no  space 
being  left  for  additional  shelving.    All  the  records  of  the  health 
commissioner,  60%  of  the  auditor's  records,  50°%  of  the  sheriff's 
records,  40%  of  the  records  of  the  common  pleas  court,  1B%  of  the 
coroner's  records,  7/-  each  of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court  and 
the  treasurer,  6%  each  of  the  records  of  the  olerk  and  the  recorder 
and  4%  of  tho  commissioners '  records  are  housed  here.    One  per  cent 
each  of  the  commissioners'  records  and  of  the  circuit  court  are 
housed  on  shelving  in  a  hallway  in  the  basement. 

Review 

In  practically  all  of  the  offices  there  is  evident  an  in- 
adequate amount  of  shelving,  and,  hand  in  hand  with  this,  a  lack 
of  space  for  additional  shelving.    There  can  be  but  one  solution  to 
this  problem— the  construction  of  another  storage  room. 

A  storage  room  could  easily  be  constructed  directly  above  the 
recorder's  vault  at  a  relatively  low  cost.    This  is  recommended  by 
the  Historical  Records  Survey  as  being  the  most  feasible  plan  to 
relieve  the  congestion  in  the  offices  and  vaults  and  to  provide 
ample  space  for  the  proper  care  and  preservation  of  both  present  and 
future  r©oord§»

Explanatory  Notes 

The  inventory  of  the  records  of  each  bureau  is  preceded  by 
on  explanatory  section,  giving  its  legal  status  and  functions. 
In  this  brief  essay  the  inception  date  of  each  office  is  given 
as  a  comparative  basis  for  the  dates  of  the  records.    If  the 
office  v/as  established  before  the  origin  of  the  county,  the 
date  of  organization  is  the  inception  date.    IThenevcr  the  incept- 
ion date  of  records  is  later  than  tho  date  of  the  organization 
of  tho  county,  it  is  by  reason  of  statutory  inauguration. 

Entries  are  grouped  under  an  outline  classification,  using 
headings  and  subheads  according  to  relative  funotions.    The  first 
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breakdown  is  centered  in  capitals  and  lower-case ;  the  second 
breakdown  is  relative  to  the  first  and  is  in  capitals  and  lower- 
case, underscored  at  the  margin. 

Each  ontry  has  two  ports  or  paragraphs:    Title  and  descript- 
ion.     Occasionally  an  entry  will  have  a  third  cross-reference 
paragraph. 

I.    The  title  consists  of: 

1.  Entry  number*    The  entries  are  numbered  consecutively 
within  the  county. 

2.  Titles  in  capitals,  enclosed  in  parentheses,  are

3.  Period  covered  by  the  record,  showing  beginning  and 
ending  dates  by  years  only.    In  a  divided  year,  the  months  and  days 
age  given.    A  dash  in  place  of  an  ending  date  denotes  a  continuous 
open  record. 

4.  Quantity. 

5.  Ilarkings,  if  a  series  or  a  part  of  a  series.  "Where 
the  entry  consists  of  one  unit,  marked  1,  the  marking  is  omitted; 
if  otherwise  marked,  except  by  dates,  marking  is  given.  If 
marking  is  inconsistent  or  confusing,  the  notation  "Labeling 
varios"  follows  the  quantity. 

6.  Missing  volumes. 
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7.    Subtitlos  or  variations  in  title* 

II.  The  description  consists  of: 

1.  £  complete  description  of  the  rocord,  its  con- 
tents, and  its  purposo,  with  a  re  sumo"  of  the  column  headings 
or  subjects  treated. 

2.  Method  of  arrangement  or  indexing. 

3.  Nature  of  recording.    Llodorn  records  are  almost 
exclusively  in  printed  form,  filled  in  by  hand  or  typewriter  as 
stated  in  entry. 

4.  Condition.  Unless  good  or  excellent,  in  which 
case,  it  is  omitted. 

5.  Number  of  pages  averaged  for  a  series. 

6.  Size,  averaged  for  a  series,  is  given  in  inches 
unless  otherwise  specified;  hence  the  inch  sign  is  omitted. 

7.  Location.    The  place  of  custody  (tho  room  in 
which  the  records  are  located)  is  given  in  the  entry,  except, 
as  stated  in  the  essay  on  the  legal  status  of  the  office,  in 
cases  where  all,  or  the  majority,  of  the  records  are  in  one 
room.

I.    COUWTY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  statutory  body  comprising 
three  members  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.    Elections  are 
so  arranged  that  one  member  shall  retire  each  year.     The  county 
is  divided  into  three  districts  from  each  of  which  one  member  is 
elected  by  the  electorate  of  the  entire  county,  (l)     Fayette  County 
has  had  a  board  of  commissioners  from  its  creation  in  1819,  as 
provided  in  the  acts  of  1817,  (2)  and  the  reviseo.  statutes  of  1852,  (3) 

The  board  was  intended  to  be  the  administrative  and  executive 
head  of  the  county.  In  1899  the  fiscal  powers  were  vested  exclus- 
ively in  the  county  council  (q.v.)  which  was  then  created.  (4) 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  corporate  body  with  powers  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  possessing  duties,  rights,  and  powers  incident 
to  corporations,  (5)     It  meets  in  regular  session  every  month  on 
the  first  Monday  and  in  special  sessions  as  called  by  the  county 
auditor,  its  ox-officio  clerk,  (6) 

Its  principal  functions  are:     Control  of  county  property, 
allowance  of  claims  against  county,  (7)  letting  of  county  contracts, 
supervision  of  contracts  of  maintenance  of  roads  and  bridges,  (8) 
preparation  of  annual  budget  estimates,  (9)  and  exercise  of  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  (10 )    Other  powers,  in  specific  instances, 
have  been  conferred  upon  the  board  by  the  legislature,  chiefly;  to 
abolish  or  change  township  or  precinct  boundary  lines,  (11)  to 
establish  libraries  (12)  and  hospitals,  (13)  to  authorize  payment 
of  bounties,  and  to  offer  rewards,  (14) 


(41) 
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The  commissioners,  by  virtue  of  thoir  office,  wero  constituted 
a  board  of  turnpike  directors,  by  an  act  of  1879,  for  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  all  free  turnpikes  in  the  county.    Each  director 
had  personal  supervision  of  one  district.    Their  powers  were  to 
appoint  suitable  persons  to  supervise  the  work  of  repairs;  contract 
for  labor  and  materials;  enter  upon  lands  to  take  gravel,  and  to 
give  certificates  of  payment;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  board.  (15) 
An  act  of  1905  made  the  county  auditor  the  clerk  of  the  board.  (16) 

This  board  was  abolished  in  1S13,  and  the  highways  were  placed 
in  charge  of  a  superintendent  of  highways  appointed  by  the  commis- 
sioners. (17) 

This  office  was  likewise  abolished  twenty  years  later,  and 
supervision  of  highways  was  transferred  to  the  surveyor  (c .vj ) 'unless 
the  commissioners  appoint  a  highway  supervisor  (q.v.).  (18)  The 
county  commissioners  may  employ  the  surveyor  to  serve  as  highway 
supervisor.  (19)

II.    COUNTY  COUNCIL 


In  1899  the  legislature  created  the  county  council.  This 
council  consists  of  seven  menbers  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of 
four  years  and  must  be  resident  freeholders  of  the  county*  One 
member  is  elected  from  each  of  the  four  councilmanic  districts  by 
the  voters  of  the  district,  and  three  members  are  elected  by  the 
voters  of  the  county  at  large*    The  council  elects  its  president 
from  its  membership,  and  the  auditor  acts  as  its  clerk.  The 
sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council*  (l) 
The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Fayette  County  is  1899* 

The  regular  annual  meeting  is  hold  oh  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of  fixing  the  tax 
rate,  of  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  of  making  appropriations,  (2) 
and  continues  from  day  to  day  until  its  business  is  completed.  (3) 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of 
thamembers.  (4)    Sessions  must  be  public.  (5)    Although  a  majority 
of  the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances 
requires  a  majority  of  all  members;  and  extraordinary  majorities 
are  required  by  law  in  certain  instances s  (6)  a  three-fourths  vote 
to  make  additional  appropriations  at  special  meetings.

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  where  it  is  not  fixed  by

The  prosecuting  attorney  is  a  constitutional  officor,  olccted 
in  oach  Judicial  oircuit  for  a  torm  of  two  years,  (l)    Ee  is  re- 
quired to  post  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit 
court  anc'd  filed  with  the  clerk.  (2) 

The  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  was  created  by  a  legislative 
act  in  1831.    A  prosecuting  attorney  for  each  judicial  circuit  was 
chosen  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives. (3)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Fayette  County 
is  1831. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  to  inquire  into  the 
commission  of  any  felony  or  xhisdemeanor  received  on  information,  (4) 
He  conducts  all  prosecutions  for  felonies  and  misdemeanors  in 
Fayette  County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances,  resists  ap- 
plications for  changing  names,  protects  interests  of  all  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  superintends  on  behalf  of  the  county  any  of  its 
trust  funds,  and  defends  all  suits  in  which  the  same  may  be 
interested.  (5) 

The  prosecuting  attorney  may  take  acknowledgments  to  deeds  or 
other  instruments  in  writing,  administer  oaths,  protest  notes  and 
checks,  take  depositions  cf  vdta  essss  ,end.  perform  any  duty  now  con- 
ferred on  a  notary  public,  (6)

VI.    COMMON  PLEAS  COURT 


The  common  pleas  court  was  established  by  an  act  of  1852, 
effective  in  Fayetto  County  in  1853.     The  judge  was  elected  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  (l) 

The  court  had  jurisdiction  in  matters  relating  to  probate  of 
wills;  appointment  of  guardians  for  persons  of  unsound  mind  and 
other  disabilities;  in  matters  relating  to  executors  and  adminis- 
trators; (2)  in  civil  matters . ranging  from  fifty  to  one  thousand 
dollars,  except  in  cases  of  slander i  libel,  breach  of  marriage 
contract,  and  an  action  on  an  official  bond,  or  where  the  title 
of  real  estate  was  in  issue;  (3)  and  criminal  jurisdiction  in 
cases  which  were  not  felonies,  except  those  triable  by  the  justice 
of  the  peace,,  (4) 

At  the  time  of  the  creation  of  this  court,  cases  pending  which 
came  under  the  new  jurisdiction,  were  transferred  from  the  circuit 
court  to  the  common  pleas  court.    Because  of  the  inadequacies  of 
this  court,  it  was  abolished  in  1873  and  the  jurisdiction  was 
transferred  to  the  circuit  court.    Pending  cases  continued  to  be 
entered  in  common  pleas  records  until  completion  of  the  suits.  (3)

Tho  rocordor  is  ft  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  term 
of  four  yoars  and  is  required  to  post  bond*  (1)    Ho  porson  i3 
eligible  to  hold  tho  office  of  recorder  for  more  than  eight  yoars 
in  any  twelve -year  period.  (2)    The  incoption  date  of  this  offico 
in  Fayette  County  is  1812,  the  organization  date  of  the  county. 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions:    To  make 
and  preserve  a  public  record  of  legal  documents  for  officials  and 
private  persons  as  required  by  law.    Of  the  many  kinds  of  instru- 
ments recorded  tho  more  important  a£e;    Deeds,  mortgages,  and 
apprentices'  indentures,  (3)  satisfactions,  cancelations,  and 
assignments  of  any  kind,  (4)  releases,  (5)  mechanics*  liens,  (6) 
and  leases.  (7) 

The  recorder  is  also  required  to  keep  a  record  of  articles  of 
incorporation  filed  in  his  offico,  (8)  and  certificates  of  admission 
for  foreign  corporations  to  do  business  in  Indiana.  (9)      There  are 
also  on  file  in  the  offico  of  the  recorder ,  records  of  cemetery 
deeds,  (10)  cemetery  associations,  (11)  farm  names,  (12)  and 
chattel  mortgages.

VIII.  SHERIFF 


Tho  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  olectod  for  a  term  of 
two  years.    He  must  give  a  bond  to  insure  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  is  required  to  take  tho  usual  oath  of  office*  (l) 
ICo  person  is  eligible  to  hold  tho  office  of  sheriff  for  more  than 
four  years  in  any  period  of  six  years*  (2)    Prior  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1C51  the  office  of  sheriff  functioned  by  virtue  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816.  (3)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in 
Fayette  County  is  1S19,  the  organization  date  of  the  county. 

The  sheriff  is  the  conservator  of  peace  within  Fayette  County. 
He  may  arrest  v/ithout  process  all  persons,  who  within  his  view 
commit  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and  hold  them  in  custody  during 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  such  arrest.    He  is  required  to 
suppress  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  has  authority  to  call  to 
his  aid  the  power  of  the  county;  pursue  and  commit  to  jail  all 
felons;  maintain  and  preserve  order  in  the  courts  of  the  county

and  takes  care  of  the  prisoners  confined  in  it.  (4)     It  is  his 
duty  to  protect  persons  in  danger  of  possible  lynchings.

The  oTfico  of  assessor  was  created  by  an  act  of  1891.  (l) 
This  officer  is    elected  for  a  four-year  term,  there  being  no  frohi-  - 
Titian, against  successive  terns.    The  inception  date  of  this  office 
in  Fayette  Count;/  is  1891.    Qualifications  are  established  by  lav/. 
Ee  must  be  a  continuous  freeholder  of  Fayette  County  for  not  less 
than  four  years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  election,  end  he  must  post 
a  five  thousand  dollar  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  freehold  sureties 
approved  by  the  auditor,  who  also  administers  the  oath  of  office. 
Kis  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  tax  commis- 
sioners, and  he  may  be  removed  by  that  board,  after  a  hearing,  for 
incompetency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct  in  office.  (2)

XIII.    BOARD  OF  TAX  ADJUSTMENT 


The  "board  of  tax  adjustment  of  Fayette  County  was  established 
by  an  act  of  legislature  in  1933  and  consisted  of  seven  members. 

By  an  act  of  1937  the  membership  of  the  board  was  chanced. 
One  is  a  member  of  tho  county  oounoil,  chosen  by  the  council,  one 
member  is  the  mayor  of  tho  largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  pub- 
lic official  of  the  county  appointed  by  the  said  mayor  of  the  lar- 
gest city  of  the  county,  one  member  of  the  county  board  of  education 
selected  by  such  board,  and  four  freeholders  of  the  county  appoint- 
ed by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.    Not  more  than  four  members 
of  suoh  adjustment  board  cgn  be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 
The  board  is  empowered  to  serve  for  one  year*  (2) 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine,  and  if  it  deems  neces- 
sary, revise,  change,  or  reduce,  but  not  increase,  any  tax  levies 
and  any  corresponding  items  of  the  budget  on  which  the  tax  levies 
are  based,  and  apportion  the  total  of  all  of  the  levies  so  that  the 
total  levy  on  property  within  any  munioipal  corporation  for  which 
the  property  therein  is  taxable,  shall  not  exceed  the  total  rate 
as  provided  by  law.  (3)

XIV.    BOARD  OF  FINANCE 


By  virtue  of  an  act  of  1907,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  ' 
of  Fayette  County  constitutes  the  hoard  of  finance.     The  auditor 
serves  as  secretary,    It  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name  vhenever 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purpose  intended  by  its  creation,  (l) 
The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Fayette  County  is  1907, 

The  board  of  finance  has  charge  of  and  controls  the  funds  of 
Fayette  County,  (2)    Its  functions  are  to  select  the  banks  to 
serve  as  depositories  for  county  funds  and  tto  apportion  the  funds 
among  such  depositories.     In  lieu  of  depositing  county  funds  in 
banks,  the  board  may  purchase  United  States  Government  bonds  or 
other  interest-bearing  obligations  of  the  United  States  Government 
or  its  instrumentalities,  (3)    The  board  receives  monthly  statements 
of  county  funds  on  deposit  from  the  banks,  (4)  and  may,  as  it  sees

The  general  assembly  of  1935  repealed  the  act  establishing 
this  board,  end  in  the  same  session  in  the  Depository  Act  of  1935, 
reestablished  the  board  of  finance  practically  unaltered.  The

XV.  SCHOOL  FUND  BOARD 


Tho  county  school  fund  board  was  creatod  by  an  act  of  1935« 
It  consists  of  three  members:    tho  auditor  and  the  olerk  ex  officio, 
and  one  member  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  a 
two-year  term,  (l) 

The  duty  of  this  board  is  to  make  all  loans  from  the  common 
school  and  the  congressional  township  school  funds  to  owners  of 
real  property  secured  by  mortgage.    This  was  formerly  a  duty  of  the 
auditor.

The  treasurer  is  a  constitutiono.1  officer,  elected  for  a 
tern  of  two  years.    No  person  is  eligible  to  serve  more  than 
four  yoars  ih  any  period  of  six  years,  (l)    He  is  required  to 
execute  his  official  bond,  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  the 
amount  of  money  which  may  cone  into  his  hands  at  ony  tine  during 
his  term.

Board  of  Election  Commissioners 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1889,  the  "board  of  election 
commissioners  was  created.    It  consists  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court,  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  one  from  each  of  the  two 
major  political  parties;  each  of  whom  is  ifioninated  by  the  chairman 
of  the  oounty  central  committee  of  the  two  political  parties  re- 
spectively..

The  board's  duties  are:    to  print  ballots;  to  receive  petitions 
to  place  candidates*  names  on  the  ballots;  and  to  receive  certificates 
of  nominations  by  convention  or  primary  election*  (2) 

Board  of  Canvassers 

By  an  act  of  1905,  the  legislature  constituted  the  hoard  of 
election  commissioners  a  board  of  canvassers.    They  are  required 
to  canvass  and  estimate  the  certificates,  poll  lists  and  tally 
papers.  (3)    The  further  duties  of  the  bjoard  ares    to  tabulate  the 
votes,  record  them  in  the  poll  books,  and  file  them,  together  with 
the  tally  papers  and  oertifioates,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  (4) 
The  board  selects  its  own  chairman,  and  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  acts  as  clerk  of  the  board,  (5)  and  the  board  declares  the 
election  winners  by  a  statement  of  certification.

XVIII.    BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


The  educational  system  of  Indiana  had  its  beginning    back  in 
1818,  and  since  then  it  has  undergone  several  changes* 

The  legislature  in  1818  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  for  each 
congressional  township*  (l) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1824  the  school  system  was  admin- 
istered  by  three  township  school  trustees,  v/ho  were  elective*  (2) 

The  school  administrative  system  was  changed  by  the  legislature 
in  1835.     By  this  new  act  the  election  of  a  school  commissioner 
was  prescribed*  (3) 

In  1852  the  legislature  provided  that  the  township  trustees 
should  serve  as  a  board  of  school  trustees  in  each  civil  township*  (4) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1865  three  school  trustees  were 
elected  by  the  common  council  of  each  incorporated  city  and  the 
board  of  trustees  of  eadh  incorporated  town  to  administer  the  school 
system  in  conjunction  with  the  township  trustees  of  each  civil 
township*  (5) 

By  an  act  of  1873  the  county  board  of  education  was  created* 
The  board  was  comprised  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  township  trustees  of  the  county,  and  the  school  trustees  of 
each  city  and  town  of  the  county.  (6) 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Fayette  County  is  1873. 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1877  the  membership  of  the  board 
was  changed  to  consist  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,

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the  township  trustees,  and  •the  chairman  of  school  trustees  of  each 
city  and  tov;n.  (7) 

The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  take  care  of  the  general  needs 
of  the  schools,  maintenance  of  school  property,  and  purchase  of 
furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  and  other  supplies.  (8)  Its  powers 
also  include  appointment  of  a  county  attendance  officor  upon 
nomination  of  the  county  superintendent.  (9)     Tho  board  ray  purchase 
text  books  from  publishers  and  sell  them  to  pupils  at  cost.  (10)

XIX.    SuTHiniJTEHDEHT  Of  SCHOOLS 

In  1SG5  the  legislature  provided  for  a  school  examiner  to  bo 
appointed  by  tho  county  commissioners,  (l) 

By  logislativo  onactment  in  1873,  the  act  of  1CG5  was  amended, 
and  the  cchool  examiner's  title  was  changed  to  "county  superinten- 
dent of  schools".

Tho  health  commissioner 
is  elected  by  tho  county  commissioners  to  serve  for  a  four-year 
term,  (s)    The  health  commiss loner  must  be  a  licensed  physician.  (<LL) 
The  inception  date  of  the  records  of  this  office  in  Fayette  County 
is  1881. 

3y  an  act  of  1955  the  title  of  county  health  commissioner  was 
changed  to  county  health  officer,  who  is  appointed  by  the  county 
commissioner  with  the  apnroval  of  the  state  board  of  health,  to 
serve  four  years.    The  county  health  officer  must  be  legally 
qualified  to  practice  medicine,  suitably  trained  in  sanitary  science, 
and  his  qualifications  mist  be  satisfactory  to  the  state  board  of 
health,    he  is  required  to  enforce  the  health  laws  of  the  state 
o.nd  enforce  all  the  rules  of  tho  state  board  of  health.  (5) 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  enforce  the  health 
laws;  to  record  and  report  vital  statistics,  such  as  births,  deaths, 
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and  narria^os  ;  to  make  can! boxy  inspections  of  all  public  and 
private  buildings  in  regard  to  sourcos  of  diseases;  to  establish 
quarantine,  and  taRo  all  reasonable  means  to  protect  the  public 
health;  to  close  echoole;  and  churches;  and  to  prohibit  public 
assemblies  to  prevent  epidemics,  (c)

The  surveyor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  tern  of 
two  years  v/ithout  restriction  on  reelection,  (l)    He  must  give  bond 
in  a  sun  fixed  by  tho  board  of  county  commissioners.  (.2)    Prior  to 
the  Constitution  of  1851  the  office  of  surveyor  was  in  existence  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  1818.  (3)    Tho  inception  date  of  this  office 
in  Fayette  County  is  1819. 

The  surveyor  has  charge,  under  direction  of  the  county  commiss- 
ioners, df  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering  work  of  the  county, 
including  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for,  and  super- 
vision of,  the  construction  of  all  bridges,  turnpikes  or  other  roads, 
ditches,  drains,  and  levies.

EEGII.7AY  H&IUTEHMCE 

The  administrative  system  of  building  and  maintaining 
county  highways  has  undergone  several  changes,  as  they  have  be- 
come an  increasingly  important  part  of  civic  life. 

In  1879  tho  logislaturo  constituted  tho  county  commissioners 
a  board  of  turnpike  directors  for  tho  management  and  control  of 
county  highways.  (1) 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1913,  this  board  vras  abolished, 
and  the  highways  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  of 
highways,  who  was  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners.  (2) 

This  office  was  abolished  by  the  legislature  in  1933  and  the 
duties  of  the  superintendent  of  highways  "were  transferred  to  the 
county  surveyor;  (3)  unless  the  county  commissioners  appoint  a 
highway  supervisor  to  perform  the  duties  heretofore  performed 
by  the  superintendent  of  highways.    The  highway  supervisor  serves 
at  tho  will  of  the  commissioners.    The  county  commissioners  may 
appoint  the  duly  elected  surveyor  or  a  person  other  than  the  sur- 
veyor to  be  highway  supervisor,  (4) 

The  Fayette  County  commissioners  did  not  appoint  the  sur- 
veyor or  any  other  person  to  serve  as  county  highway  supervisor, 
and  therefore  the  surveyor  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of 
tho  highways.

The  office  of  agricultural  ggcnt  was  created  by  tho  legislature 
in  1913.    This  act  provided  that  an  agent  should  he  appointed  upon 
petition  by  the  residents  of  the  county,  (l)    The  inception  date 
of  this  office  in  Fayette  County  is  1917. 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1937  tho  office  of  agricultrrrl 
agont  was  created  for  every  Indiana  county.    The  agricultural  agent 
is  appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  University,  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  state  board,  entitled 
county  agricultural  agents  boardr    The  qualifications  of  the  agri- 
cultural agents  are  'prescribed  by  the  board.  (2) 

The  county  council  is  required  to  appropriate  not  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars  annually  to  be  used  in  paying  office  help, 
expenses  of  the  agent,  mileage,  rent,  or  other  incidentals.  The 
salary  of  the  agricultural  agent  is  paid  by  the  state  through  Purdue 
University. 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision 
of  Purdue  University,  are*    To  cooperate  with  movements  for  the 
advancement  of  agricultural  and  country  life,  with  farmers1 
institutes,  farmers'  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organizations! 
to  oonduct  practical  farm  demonstrations,  boys'  and  girls'  clxibs 
and  contest  work;  to  give  advice  to  farmers  on  practical  farm 
problemsj.  and  to  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  teachers 
of  the  county  in  giving  practical  education  in  agriculture  and 
domestic  science.  (2)
